Fannie Mae Refinanced 
S.W. Apartments 


A s reported in The Southwester in 
Feb. 2003, Fannie Mae provided 
$51 million for the $70 million 
renovation of 648 units of the three Cap¬ 
ital Park high rise apartment buildings on 
G St. S.W. and I (Eye) St. S.W. 

Media releases from Fannie Mae at the 
time stated the goal of keeping the build¬ 
ings on the rental market and producing 
“at least 422 units of “quality affordable 
rental housing” for “working households 
with incomes ranging from the upper 
$20,000 to the lower $50,000.” Rents in 


the $800s for studios would compare 
with market rents for similar apartments 
in the high $900s and two bedroom 
apartments would be $1,100 compared 
with market rents of $1,600. 

The District of Columbia Housing 
Finance Agency, which contributed $11.5 
million in taxable bonds for the refinanc¬ 
ing, was quoted as saying, “We are com¬ 
mitted to ensuring low income individu¬ 
als can stay in their current neighbor¬ 
hoods and still have safe, affordable places 
to live.”

B oth Council Members Harold 
Brazil and Jim Graham spoke at 
the April public meeting of the 
Southwest Neighbor Assembly. 

MAYOR’S BUDGET 

The Mayor’s budget for FY 
’05 (Oct. 1, 2004-Sep. 30, 

2005) was the main topic of 
discussion. 

Council Member Harold 
Brazil preferred a 6% increase, 
rather than the Mayor’s pro¬ 
posed 9% increase. Mr. Brazil 
also opposed three tax and fee 
increases; a health-care 
providers’ tax, an increase in 
the parking tax, and elimina¬ 
tion of the tax exemption for 
out-of-district municipal bonds. 


First Ward Council Member Jim Gra¬ 
ham proposed increasing the tax on 
downtown parking garages from 12% to 
15%. he criticized the Mayor’s proposed 
26% increase in the budget for the city’s 
Chief Financial Officer. 

Noel Bravo, represent¬ 
ing the Mayor’s Office, 
distributed material listing 
“Critical New Invest¬ 
ments’ in Education, Pub¬ 
lic Safety, Health Care, 
Affordable Housing, and 
Job Training. 

Mr. Bravo’s handout 
showed that the three 
main sources of local 
funds are the local income 
tax (31%), property tax 
(27%), and sales tax (19%).
